Of Soviet Fete 


Is Toned Down 


MOSCOW (ypj—Defense M inister 
N ikolai 
Bulganin, 
accusing 
the 
U nited States of w arlike aims, de­ 
clared today in a 
Red 
square 
speech th a t recent Soviet arm ed 
forces, m aneuvering with m odern 
arm s and in nearly real com bat 
conditions, had “achieved a great 
deal to enhance their m ilitary p re ­ 
paredness.” 
But the greatest em phasis at the 
m assive celebration of the 36th 
anniversary of the 1917 Red Revo­ 
lution w as on the civilian side. 
The Com m unist party and govern­ 
m ent shortened the m ilitary por­ 
tion of the big parade. The em ­ 
phases on the mass civilian dem on­ 
stration gave the day the appear­ 
ance of a great civilian festival. 
Agriculture Pushed 
This was in line w ith the pro­ 
gram of P rem ier Georgi M. M al­ 
enkov’s 
governm ent 
to 
p u s h 
m assive production drives in agri­ 
culture and consum er goods in 
order to raise the living standards 
of the Soviet people in two or 
th ree years. The largest portion of 
B ulganin’s spech also stressed do­ 
m estic and civilian affairs. 
B ulganin, who received the sa­ 
lute at today’s m ilitary spectacle, 
said in a 15-m inute address th at 
the Soviet governm ent stands for 
the preservation and consolidation 
of peace and the settling of all in ­ 
ternational tensions. 
U. S. M ain Target 
Im m ediately 
after the speech 
W estern 
diplom ats 
com m ented 
th a t w hile it contained nothing es­ 
sentially ‘new, 
it reflected the 
course of Soviet policy in recent 
m onths, including a strong ten ­ 
dency 
tow ard singling out the 
U nited 
States 
for the strongest 
criticism . 
D iplom ats and others, how ever, 
w ere im pressed by the brevity of 
the m ilitary side of the dem on­ 
stration and the essentially civil­ 
ian n atu re of the holiday celebra­ 
tion. It w as notable th a t w hile 
this y ear there w ere 36 je t bom b­ 
ers and fighters in a brief show, 
th e re w ere no tanks and 
little 
heavy equipm ent in the m ilitary 
portion of the parade, w hich lasted 
only 25 m inutes a fte r B ulganin’s 
speech.

A lthough Trieste itself rem ained 
quiet as U. S. and B ritish troops 
patrolled the dow ntow n area with 
fixed ^bayonets, shouting, stone- 
throw ing Italians battled police in 
cities up and down the Italian 
boot. 
Routed By Gas 
In Rome a mob estim ated at 
12,000 storm ed a ring of club- 
w eilding riot 
police around the 
B ritish em bassy until a barrage of 
tear gas sent the dem onstrators 
in flight. At least 50 policem en 
aud IOO rioters w ere injured. T here 
was a sim ilar dem onstration F ri­ 
day at the A m erican em bassy. 
In Trieste, British and A m erican 
occupation troops 
w ere on the 
alert for a possible renew al of 
rioting which

(R-Wis.)

Originally crescent­ 
shaped, its gently sloping convex 
front faced

winds from which it 
slowly

treated. 
When the national m em orial was 
authorized by the Congress in 1929, 
the m arching hill’s w ind-sculptured 
beauty was sacrified. 
Tough, wiry 
grass, nourished by leaf mold, w as 
planted on its steep slopes. G rad­ 
ually, its 314 acres becam e fixed 
and parklike, with winding walks 
and drives. 
After .studying W eather Bureau 
records, the W rights selected Kill 
Devil Hill for their aerial expert 
m ents 
because 
of 
the 
ste a d ', 
strong air currents. 
They 
m ade 
their first trip there, from their 
home in Dayton, Ohio, in 1900. For 
three years 
they 
experim ented 
solely with gliders. 
At last they m anaged to install 
power in a glider to their satisfac­ 
tion, and in Septem ber, 1903. they 
cam e down to their North Carolina 
cam p. 
Beset by m echanical prob­ 
lem s and bad w eather, they were 
not ready to fly their sputtering 
m achine until m id-D ecem ber. 


On the morning of D ecem ber 17. 
with the wind 22 to 27 miles an 
hour, steady, from the north, they 
m ade the first of four flights. Their 
frail contraption of wixkI, muslin 
and wire stayed aloft 12 seconds 
on the initial attem p t—m an’s first 
successful 
powered 
flight. 
The 
fourth and longest flight covered 
852 feet in 59 seconds. 
M oments later a sharp gust of 
wind overturned the m achine and 
dam aged it badly. 
It could not be 
repaired in tim e 
for 
any 
m ore 
flights that year, and it, was never 
flown again. 
Fifty years ago Kill Devil Hill 
was accessible by boat. Today the 
entire O uter Banks are connected 
with 
the

and in recent years the area has 
attracted increasing 
num bers of 
visitors.

Hawk is historic Roanoke Island,

came home free to Germany. 
The first great German offensive in Rus­ 
sia bloke on the outskirts of Moscow 
as 
w inter came on. The next year, 1942. the 
Nazis by-passed Moscow and swung south 
in a broad arc toward the vital Volga Riv­ 
er. Had they crossed the Volga and swept 
on, the Soviety Union almost surely would 
have gone down. 
But the G erm an armies battled in vain 
in the streets and buildings of the Volga 
stronghold of Stalingrad. Their attack be­ 
gan Aug. 23, 1942. Hitler two days later de­ 
manded that the city surrender. He 
was 
defied. 
In the ensuing months, the fighting of­ 
ten was a struggle from room to room in 
shattered factories and residential 
q u ar­ 
ters. Sometimes mere rubble, a highly use­ 
ful 
fortification, was at stake. 
Finally, In the bitter cold 
of 
Jan. 
31, 
1943, the exhausted, frozen 
G erm an 
6th 
Arm y surrendered. The defeat was sy m ­ 
bolized when von Paulus came out of his 
tiugot and. in a tattered 
arm y 
greatcoat, 
trudged disconsolately across the snow in­ 
to Russian captivity. There, until now, he 
has been ever since.

‘FAIR TRADE’ 
(Christian Science Monitor) 
The Suprem e Court 
has 
upheld 
the 
validity of the McGuire Act, which makes 
legal the fixing by out-of-state 
m anufac­ 
turers of retail prices on their products in 
states that have a so-called “ fair 
trad e” 
law, and which permits them to enforce 
such prices on all retailers even if only 
one distributor signs such a pricing con­ 
tract. 
The court did not pass on the merits ct 
the McGuire Act. It merely said in refus­ 
ing an appeal from a lower court decision 
that Congress had the right to legislate as 
it did. 
It Is difficult to see how this 
decision 
represents the victory for the 
consumer 
clanned by the bureau in New York which 
represents m anufacturers 
of 
drugs, 
al­ 
coholic beverages, cosmetics, and various 
tradem arked articles. Actually, 
the 
Mc­ 
Guire Act makes a breach in the Sherm an 
A ntitrust Law, as did the Miller-Tydings 
Act. 
The Suprem e Court ruled 6 to 3 in May, 
1951, that the latter act did 
not 
permit 
price-fixing to be imposed on persons who 
have not agreed to it. This “defect,” fair 
trade advocates no wsay, has been rem e­ 
died by the McGuire Act. 
From no won, untl Congress gives a dit­ 
to! cut directive, 
the 
legality 
of 
“fair 
trade" laws will not be questioned. 
But 
their economic justification has been 
far 
{rom proved. The policy 
of 
price-fixing 
can never rest easy in a free-m arket 
at­ 
mosphere. any more than subsidies can be 
justified except in emergencies. The court 
said over two years ago that the imposi­ 
tion of fixed prices on unwilling m erch­ 
ants am ounted to coercion. That judgment, 
we believe, is still sound.

His 
mind was alert, his hearing good, his voice 
strong. He had had cham pagne for dinner 
and brandy afterw ards, as of old. 
Since a session of P arliam ent was about 
to open, the prime minister wondered if 
he would be able to hop up and down to

then said. “ Yes, I think I can do it.” 
At 10:30, when the meeting broke up 
the prim e minister walked downstairs to 
the door with his guest to bid him 
good 
night, pose for waiting photographers and 
be seen by reporters assigned to cover Se­ 
cretary Dulles’ visit. 
FORECASTERS TAKE RISK 
Making flat economic predictions is one 
of the most risky things any political fig­ 
ure can do. At his last press 
conference. 
President Eisenhower rem arked that cattle 
prices had been stabilized, that the cattle 
m arket had reached its peak and was on 
the way up. 
Seen tary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Ben 
son has been saying the same thing since 
last February. In this period cattle prices 
have fallen from $19 to under $16 a hun­ 
dredweight. Nevertheless, Secretary Ben­ 
son told the cattlem en’s caravan that came 
to Washington to dem and price supports 
on iive stock, “ It is my 
conviction 
that 
most of the trouble is behind us.” 
The next day, Harold F. Breimyer, meat 
expert at the D epartm ent of Agriculture, 
told the annual Outlook Conference, “The 
beef supply next year and possibly for sev­ 
eral years will continue larger than in the 
years before 1953, and prices can hardly 
rebound very far.”

Recent statistics regarding church m em ­ 
bership, which appear in the 1953 
Year 
Book of American Churches, show an en­ 
couraging gain over the previous year. It s 
2'Vs: times above the nation’s gain in popu­ 
lation. 


Church m embership in tile U. S. is at the 
all-time high of 92.277,129, a gain of 4.1 per 
cent. Of this gain Protestants 
represent 
3.9 per cent, and Roman Catholics 3.5 per 
cent. The respective figures in relation to 
the national population are Protestants 34./ 
per cent, and Roman Catholics, 19.3 per 
cent. 


Much thoughtful consideration and spe­ 
culative comment, could be based 
upon 
these figures. In general, it is my judgm ent 
that figures don’t lie, but in large measure 
do indicate trends and actual conditions 
But in a m atter of this sort, w here per­ 
sonality and quality, the degree of sincer­ 
ity and devotion, and other factors, enter 
in, it should be obvious that statistics can 
bf* only approxim ate standards of 
judg­ 
ment, arid may not at all represent actual 
strength and spiritual realities.

GRIFFIN SAILS AGAIN—Two hundred 
and seventy-four years ago L aS alles ship 
Griffin, first sailing vessel on the 
Great 
Lakes, set sail from Green Bay— and since 
then it has sailed on in the annals of leg­ 
end like a ghost ship of the G reat Lakes, 
never lost and never found. 
The Griffin was built by the French 
^0 rarrv the rich pelts from the 
I pper 
Lakes aa the fur industry expanded 
to 
cover half the North American continent. 
Built above Niagara Falls, 
the 
Griffin 
sailed in lb79 to a fur trading center on 
an island in Green Bay. Legend has it that 
this was Washington 
Island, 
but 
Capt. 
Johnston of the Great Lakes M arine M use­ 
um at Belle Isle holds that Horseshoe Isl­ 
and was the more logical harbor. 
Be that as it may. the Griffin set sail for 
the return trip and was never again seen, 
so far as history records the tale.

AT BEAVER ISLAND— Latest resurrec­ 
tion of the old story 
is 
in 
the 
Detroit 
News, wherein it is reported th a t the G rit- 
fin’s rotted timbers have been discovered 
in St. Jam es harbor at Beaver Island. 
At least that is the opinion of two broth­ 
ers, Emmet and Jam es McCann, descend­ 
ants of a long line of Irish boat builders 
who came to Beaver Island in 1778. 
“Wooden ships don't disappear without 
a trace,” said Jomes McCann, “especial­ 
ly a light centerboard craft which prob­ 
ably wasn’t too heavily ballasted.” 
Besides his knowledge of boats and his 
examination of the rotting hulk 
in 
the 
sands of the harbor. Jam es McCann has "a 
whispered tale of the Indians” to support 
his theory that here lies the long-forgotten 
wreck of the Griffin. 
For an old Indian declared that his peo­ 
ple “many snows ago” has boarded a ship 
in the harbor, killed the crew, and burned 
the vessel to the w ater’s edge.

THEY NEVER DIE— A good legend, like 
an old soldier, never dies, In fact the old 
legend won’t even fade away. 
The w aterlogged bones of the Griffin 
have been found in a variety of locations 
in northern Lake Huron and Lake Michi­ 
gan. Not once has it been established by 
“science” or in any other way that the rot­ 
ting hulks were really those of the Great 
Lakes’ first sailing vessel. 
About 1940 Capt. McDonald of Chicago 
believed he had found the remains of the 
Griffin on Manitoulin Island in Georgian 
Bay. 
Prior to that, about 1933. the Griffin * 
ribs were hauled to the surface near Hes- 
sei. a resort town east of St. Ignace, by 
divers who went down through holes cut 
in the ice. 
And now the Griffin is located again in 
the sand rimming the shore of St. James 
bay and the McCann brothers are prepared 
to ask the help of scientists in determining 
the age of the wreckage.

somewhere, 
sometime, some 
Umbers 
are 
definitely 
identified as those of the Griffin. Perhaps 
science, with the use of cosmic ray pene­ 
tration to ev aluate age, may prove the Mc­
